Rules, Orders, and Bye-Laws, + 


For the Government of the HOUSE of CORRECTION and 
PENITENTIARY HOUSE, (commonly called the New Bayley 
Priſon) for the Hundred of Salford, in the County Palatine of 
Lancaſter, made, publiſhed, and declared at a General Quarter 
Seſſion of the Peace, holden by Adjournment at the New Bayley 
Court Houſe, within Salford, in the ſaid County Palatine of 
Lancaſter, on Thurſday the twenty-ſeventh Day of February, in 
the thirty-fourth Year of King George the Third's Reign ; and 
confirmed by the JUDGE OF ASSIZE, at the Aſſizes held for 


the ſaid County Palatine, on Rr the thirty-firſt Day of 
March, 1794.

R U LE - R. 


Ss Governor ſhall not be concerned, either directly or indirealy, 

in any occupation or employ, but ſuch as may be conneRed 
with the duties of his office. He ſhall keep a journal, in which he 
ſhall enter the events of the day. 

IId. The Governor ſhall execute his office in perſon ; ſee every 
priſoner in his cuſtody at leaſt once in every twenty-four hours; 
attend them at chapel, and the diſtribution of their meals. He ſhall 
not abſent himſelf from his duty for a night, or twenty-four hours, 


without 
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without leave 'from a Magiſtrate, unleſs in execution of his duty, that 
may require ſuch abſence, which he ſhall ſtate in his journal. 

IIId. The Governor ſhall have no intereſt in any contra, or 
appropriate to his own uſe any perquiſite, but ſuch ſalary as may be 
allowed him by the Magiſtrates. He ſhall pay all bills leſt to his 
charge, enter all accounts concerning the Hundred in a book kept for 
that purpoſe, with reference to the vouchers, which he ſhall lay. 
before the Committee at each General Quarter Seſſions, when the ſame 
ſhall be examined, and, if approved, paid, He, or his officers, ſhall 
not, on any. pretence, take a fee, or gratuity, by way of indulgence, 
diſpenſe any priſoner from wearing irons, or receive a fee for admiſ- 
ſion of perſons to ſee the New Bayley, or any priſoner therein. 

IVth. The Governor, or ſome perſon appointed by him, ſhall, 
once in every day, go into the day rooms and cells, and carefully 
examine whether any attempts have been made to eſcape. | 
Alſter prayers, a turnkey ſhall lock the gates at the bottom of the 
fairs, that the priſoners may not bave acceſs to their ſleeping cells 
in the day time, without the Governor's knowledge. 
Pth. The Governor ſhall appoint Conſtables to each diviſion : 
they ſhall ſweep the day rooms and cells every morning, waſh the 
ſame, and be otherwiſe employed as he may direct, fave only that . no 
conſtable or other priſoner ſhall be employed as turnkey, or under- 
aſſiſtant, in any degree whatſoever. They ſhall be confined to their 
reſpective duties within the wards of the diviſion to which they 
belong: he fhall alſo appoint ſuch aſſiſtants to each hoſpital ward, as 
may be neceſſary, that the fick may be properly attended. In any 
caſe where wine, Kc. may be ordered by the ſurgeon, the fame ſhall 
be taken to the hoſpital room by a turnkey, or ſome other perſon 


appointed for that purpoſe, who hall: fee it taken by the patient for 
—_ it may be ſo ordered. 


E VIth. All 
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VIth. All il prifoners who may be ſentenced to hard labour, and in 
all caſes conform to the Rules and Orders laid down by the Court, 
ſhall be entitled to one fixth part the clear profit of ſuch work as they 
may perform during their confinement. And to other priſoners who 
may not be employed, the Magiſtrates will make ſuch allowance as 
their good conduct may deſerve; but no allowance ſhall be given by 
the Governor to any priſoners for earnings, or otherwiſe, until the 
time of their diſcharge, which ſhall firſt be nominated by a viſiting 
Magiſtrate, and according to the good conduct and reformation of the 
priſoner, the ſame ſignified by a written certificate from Now W 
and Governor. 

VIIth. The Governor ſhall be allowed ſuch a number of turn- 
keys, as the Magiſtrates may think fufficient for the ſafe keeping of 
the New Bayley ; they ſhall not abfent themſelves from their duty 
without his conſent, but ſhall, including the porter at the gate, be 
under his immediate direction. They fhall not drink, or hold un- 
neceſſary converſation with the priſoners, on pain of being diſcharged 
the ſervice of the Magiſtrates, forfeit all arrears of falary to the 
Hundred, and be further puniſhed as the cafe may require. 

VIIIth. The Governor, or his Officers, {hall not on any pretence 
take into their ſervice or employ any priſoner whatſoever, ſave 
only ſuch as may be neceſſary to work and improve the garden; the 
produce of which, over and above what may be neceſſary for their 
own uſe, ſhall be applied to that of the priſoners, free from all deduc- 
tions or expence whatſoever. 


N. B. The ſeed ſhall be furniſhed at the expence of the Hun- 
dred. 


IXth. A manufacturer ſhall be appointed as aſſiſtant to the 
Governor, and give ſuch ſecurity as the Magiſtrates may think 


proper. 
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proper. It is the duty of this officer, and ſhould be conſidered as 
his intereſt, to keep all priſoners under his charge duly employed ; 
he ſhall keep an accurate account of the work done by each priſoner, 
and the expences attending the manufactory, which he ſhall lay before 
the Committee at each General Quarter Seſſions, when the ſame 
will be examined, and, if approved, he will be allowed one ſixth 
part of all work done during the quarter, over and above his ſalary. 
He ſhall not abſent himſelf for. a night, or twenty-four hours, without 
leave, in writing, from a viſiting Magiſtrate, or appropriate to his 
uſe any money, or other perquiſite ariſing from the manufactory, until 
his accounts are paſſed as above ſtated. He ſhall keep a liſt of all 
tools delivered to the priſoners, and on leaving work in the evening 
ſhall call on them for their tools, which he ſhall ſee properly ſecured 
during the night. The Governor ſhall not take him from his duty 
as manufacturer, more than abſolute neceſſity may require: he ſhall 
be allowed a porter, who, in all caſes, ſhall act as turnkey under the 

Governor's directions, when not employed in the manufatory, 
Xth. A Chaplain ſhall be appointed: he ſhall read prayers 
every Wedneſday and Friday at a ſtated hour, and read prayers and 
preach a ſermon every Sunday, Chriſtmas Day and Good Friday. 
He ſhall keep a journal, and enter therein the times of his attendance, 
and ſuch obſervations as may occur to him in the execution of his 
duty. In caſe of ſickneſs, or other neceſſary engagement, he ſhall 
appoint a ſubſtitute for the occaſion, ſpecifying in his journal the caſe 
and the name of the clergyman ſo appointed. He ſhall frequently 
viſit the priſoners without the governor or his officers being preſent, 
inquire into their ſituation, and obſerve the ſtate of their cells, He 
ſhall attend any priſoners who may require his ſpiritual aſſiſtance, 
and adminiſter the Holy Sacrament to ſuch as he may think fit, 
provided 
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provided ſuch requeſt be not made at improper. times, ſo as to 
interfere with the hours of labour. Books of moral. and religious 
inſtruction ſhall be purchaſed at the expence of the Hundred, and 
left with the chaplain, to diſtribute to wen priſoners as may ſhew 
- figns of repentance and reformation. | 

XIth. A Surgeon ſhall be appointed : a {hall attend the New 
Bayley once every day, and viſit the patients in the ſick ward; be 
ſhall alſo ſee every priſoner, whether in ſolitude or otherwiſe, at 
leaſt once in every week ; and where he may have cauſe to believe 
that their body or mind is materially affected by the diſcipline or diet, 
or that wine, diet, clothing, or other neceſſaries are eſſential, than 
ſuch as allowed by the Rules, he ſhall write the ſame in his journal, 
together with ſuch obſervations as may occur to him in the execution 
of his duty, which ſhall be ſufficient authority to the Governor to 
ſuſpend any puniſhment, vary the diet, or procure the neceſſaries ſo 
ordered, for the time being. He ſhall further attend, on notice from 
the Governor of any illneſs that may happen during his abſence; 
and in caſe of ſickneſs, or other neceſſary engagement, ſhall appoint 
a ſubſtitute for the occaſion, ſpecifying the caſe, and name of the 
Surgeon ſo appointed. 

XIIth. The walls of the Wards and Cells {hall be white-waſhed 
twice in every year; in caſe of putrid or infectious diſeaſe, the room 
or cell from whence ſuch-priſoner may be taken, al be immediately 
cleaned and fumigated. | 

XIIIch. On thoſe days whereon the Chaplain is not requind 
to attend, the Governor, or ſome perſon appointed by him, ſhall 
read a ſhort prayer ſelected for the occaſion; after which the roll 
ſhall be called, and each priſoner examined as to the cleanlineſs of 
their nen ſuch as are clean, and have behaved properly 
| during 
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during prayers, ſhall be fed with the allowance for the day, other 
wiſe kept on bread and water, and further Pane as the caſe may 
require. 

XIVth. No liquor ſhall be admitted into the New Bayley for the 
uſe of any priſoner therein, on any pretence whatſoever, unleſs 
6rdered by the Surgeon. 

XVth. Ciſterns, with ſoap and towels, ſhall be provided in 
each diviſion, to which the prifoners ſhall be daily conducted, together 
with ſcales, weights, and ſuch other conveniences as the Magiſtrates 
may think proper. Every ſleeping cell fhall be fitted up with one 
bedſtead, one hair mattreſs, one rug, one blanket, and two coarfe 
hempen ſheets. The ſheets to be fhifted at leaſt once in every month. 

XVIth. No horſes, cows, ſwine, dogs or poultry, ſhall be kept 
within the walls of the New Bayley, except the Governor's watch-dog ; 
and filth of every kind taken without the walls at leaſt once a week, 
or oftener, if found neceſſary. 

XVIIth. Every priſoner, on his or her commitment, ſhall be 
put into the Reception Room, and there remain until viſited by the 
Surgeon. If cn examination they be reported foul, the neceſſary 
means of bathing, ſhaving, or waſhing, ſhall be adopted, as he may 
direct; otherwiſe clothed in the uniform of their claſs, and paſſed 
to their reſpective diviſion. 

XVIIIth. Priſoners muſt underſtand, that a quiet reſignation 
to the Rules and Orders laid down, by the Court, and that decent 
ſubmiſſion to the Officers which the Law requires, will be their only 
claim to the protection of the Magiſtrates. — They ſhall rife at the 
ring ing of the firſt bell in the morning, which from Lady-day to 
Machaelmas ſhall be at ſix of the clock; and from Michaelmas to 


Lady-day, at ſun-rifing ; waſh their hands and faces, make their beds,

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and « at the ſecond bell repair to Chapel, as decently dreſſed as their: 
ſituations will permit; otherwiſe waſh and bathe, as the Governor or 
Surgeon may direct. 

 XIXth. All kinds of Games are ſtrictly forbidden, and muſt be 
conſidered by the Governor as offences, and ſeverely puniſhed. No 
priſoner ſhall exact from a fellow priſoner any fine or gratuity, under 
the name of garniſh, or other cuſtomary plea. | 

XXth. Priſoners who behave orderly and decently, ſhall be 

allowed, every day, one loaf of good houſehold bread, one day old, 
weighing one pound and a half, for men, and one pound and a quarter 
for women; together with ſuch extra food as the Magiſtrates -may - 
direct, agreeable to a Table hereunto annexed. On leaving work in 
the evening ſhall be taken to their cells, and locked up for the night.

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XXIſt. The Governor, in diſpenſing puniſhments, ſhould have 
in view ſolely the reformation of the priſoner, and guard himſelf 
againſt every impulſe of perſonal yefentment—on this principle will 
his conduct be judged. With the power entruſted to him, it cannot 
be neceſſary to ſtrike his priſoners, much leſs can it tend to any good 
purpoſe to give his orders in an inſolent tone: he ſhould command 
with temper ; enforce his authority with firmneſs, and puniſh refiſt- 
ance without favour or partiality. 


XXIId. The ſame humanity and temper that is required of the 


Governor in the execution of his office, muſt be inſiſted on by him 


in the conduct of his Officers. No Turnkey ſhall ſtrike a priſoner, 
unleſs for ſelf-defence, aſſault, or menacing action, tending to aſſault. 

The Governor is alſo ſtrictly enjoined to make information 
againſt any Officer who may be guilty of curſing, ſwearing, drunk- 
enneſs, or neglecting their duty, as often as they may offend; and 
the puniſhment ordered by law ſhall be inflicted.

All priſoners in ſolitude, or otherwiſe confitied, Akan be let out 
to air as many hours in each day as the Court will permit : that they 
may be ſeparate and apart, the time allowed muſt of courſe be in 
proportion to the number confined in the ſame claſs.

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FOURTH DEGREE. 


Fetters and handcuffs ſhall be provided; they ſhall not exceed 
ſeven pounds in weight, nor ſhall they be uſed in tlie ordinary 
cuſtody of any unconvicted priſoner : they ſhall be applied as 
_ puniſhment for contumacy, riots, or attempts to eſcape. - If any 

priſoner {hall refuſe to obey the orders laid down by the Court ; ſtrike, 
threaten, or reſiſt the Governor, or his Officers; curſe, ſwear, uſe 
abuſive words, aſſault, quarrel with, game, or otherwiſe defraud his 
fellow-prifoner; paſs the fences allotted to their claſs; eſcape, or 
conſpire with any perſon ſo to do; damage the beds, bedding, or 
materials committed them to manufacture; ſpit on the walls, or 
otherwiſe disfigure their cells — theſe the Governor muſt conſider as 
heinous offences, and puniſh the ſame in any degree admitted by the 
Rules, or by putting on fetters and handcuffs ; in all which caſes he 
ſhall inform the Chaplain, at his firſt attendance :' if he approves 
thereof, he ſhall ſignify che ſame by ſigning his name in a column of 
the regiſter of puniſhments left for that purpoſe : ſhould he dif- 
approve thereof, the Governor may report the ſame to a viſiting 


Magiſtrate, 
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Magiſtrate, who will enquire into the caſe, and order accordingly. 
Should it appear to the Governor that the puniſhment he is permitted 
to inflict is inſufficient to reduce any refactory priſoner to decent and 
orderly behaviour; or ſhould he have cauſe to apprehend that any 
priſoner is not ſafely kept without heavier irons, or cloſer confinement, 
he ſhall apply to a viſiting Magiſtrate, who may order, that ſuch 
contumacious priſoner be kept in continual ſolitude during their 
confinement, or allow heavier irons than thoſe permitted by the 
Rules: 

N. B. The Governor, or his Officers, ſhall not 8 any 


priſoner into the cell now called the Black- Hole, or Dungeon, with- 
out a written order from a Magiſtrate for that purpoſe.
